SaTurpay, Oct. 16th, 1841. 
AGREEABLY to reaolutiox, the brethren composing the evangeli- 
‘cal Lutheran Synod of Maryland, with their lay-delegates, assem- 
bled at Hagerstown on this day, for the purpose of holding the 
twenty-third annual meeting of this body. In the afternoon, at 2 
o’clock, divine worship was held in the Lutheran church, when 
brother J. G. Morris preached from Luke xiv. 23. This evening 
Rev. D. F. Bittle, of the Virginia Synod officiated. ‘I'ext, Psalms 
ix. 17. 


EXERCISES OF ‘THE SABBATH. 

This morning at half past 8 o’clock a social prayer meeting was 
held in the lecture room. Brother Conrad led, and delivered an 
impressive exhortation. At 10 o’clock public service commenced 
in the church. Rev. brother B. Kurtz preached to a very large and 
attentive congregation from Psalms li. 17. Rev. Mr. Morris then 
consecrated the elements, and the ministers, lay-delegates, students 
of divinity present, and a large number of communicants from the 
congregation united in the celebration of the Lord’s Supper. It is 
believed that at least four hundred persons surrounded the sacra- 
mental board, and the occasion was solemn and interesting. At the 
same hour Rev. J. J. Riemensnider preached in the womeur Epis- 
copal church from 1 Cor. xi. 23, 24. 
In the afternoon, at half past 2 o’clock, German service was held 
in the Lutheran church, when Rev. H. Borchers preached from Ps. 
xxxviii. 4, and was followed by the Rev. father J. D. Kurtz in a sol- 
emn and impressive address. At the same hour the Secretary ad- 
dressed a congregation of colored people from Luke xiv. 22, and 
administered the communion to about one hundred persons. This 


was a very interesting occasion. This afternoon Rev. J. Winecoff — 
also preached in Funkstown, a village about two miles from Ha- 
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gerstown, from Psalms exlv. 20, and this evening stadent Harris 
preached in this place from Acts xxvi. 28. This evening Rev. J. 
G. Morris President of Synod, preached the Synodical sermon 
from Acts xx. 27. Much good gospel seed was sown to-day by 
the several brethren who preached and exhorted, and we trust it 
will spring up and bging forth much fruit to the honor and glory of 
God.

President’s Report. 


We are bound to give thanks, beloved brethren, to Almighty God, for aparing us 
to meet again in Synod. His kind Prowidence has watched over us, his Spirit has not 


to the good of Zion. } 
It is my duty to present to you an account of my official acts jusing, sin pees fig 


nodical year, and I sincerely hope Chat Chey. aeey all meet with your approbation. 


I. LICENSURES. 


On the 24th day of March I sent a license to Mr. Wadsworth, who had been a 
student of the seminary at Gettysburg. This was done on the recommendation of br. 


Harkey, who is well acquainted with him, and certified to his qualifications. Mr. 


Wadsworth has been engaged in an agency for the Book Company, but did not feel 
himself justified in taking charge of churches on account of ill health. 


In the same month I licensed pro tempore,.Mr. Kunze, from Germany, who has 


since taken the pastoral charge of a church in Indianopolis, Indiana. He is one of 


those who came fram the school of Rey. Mr. Gosner, of Berlin, Prussia, in whom 
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we have the highest confidence. Mr. Kunze is diligently Jaboring in his churches, 
and an esteemed brother in the same place reports his doctrine and deportment to be 
blameless. I gave Mr. Kunze $20 of a small legacy left by a member of my charcli 
for the benefit of missions among the Germans in our country. Mr. Kunze was, of 
course, directed to attach himself to the Synod of the West at its session this fall. 

On the 21st of April I licensed Mr. Knape, also a student of Mr. Gosner. He 
now has charge of the Rev. Mr. Wyneke’s churches in Fort Wayne, Indiana, during 
his absence in Europe. To Mr. Knape I gave $25 of the legacy mentioned above. 
Mr. Wyneke, whom I saw a few weeks ago, reports him as faithful to his trust, and 
very acceptable to the people. 

On the 29th of April I licensed Christopher C. Baughman, a graduate of Pennsyl- 
vania College, who had been called to the church in Jefferson, in this state, where 
he has since been laboring as industriously as his il] health would permit bim. 

On the 16th of August I licensed Mr. Wier, who had also been a pupil of Mr. 
Gosner. This gentleman proceeded to Indiana, where he has no doubt safely arrived. 
To him I gave $5 of the legacy. 

On the 29th of April last the Rev. John Vogelbach, an ordained minister of the 
evangelical church, popularly known as Albrecht’s Leute, applied for admission into 
our church. On exhibiting his testimonials and recommendations, and after a collo- 
quium with him, he was admitted a member of this body. Mr. Vogelbach has been 
laboring in Philadelphia. 

On the 13th inst. I received a letter from Rev. L. Eichelberger, President of Vir- 
ginia Synod, relative to the boundary line between this:Synod and that of Visginia, 
which will require your attention. 

On the same day I received a letter from Rev. C. C. Baughman, a licentiate of 
this Synod, pleading severe ill health, as the cause of absence from this meeting. I 
would recommend a committee to examine him in the interim, and that his license 
be renewed by the President, on their recommendation to.that effect. 


HM. VACANCIES FILLED. 


On January 8, the Rev. Mr. Sentman informed me of his acceptance of a call to 
Taneytown. He-was installed on: Whit Sunday. 

On the 25th, the Rev. J. R. Riemensnyder, who had accepted a call ‘fl the 
Woodsboro’ district, sent me his dismission from the Synod’ of Virginia, and was ac- 
cordingly received by me as a member of our body. He requested a committee to 
be appointed to install him, te duty bee been atten- 
ded to. 

In November last, the Rev. Mr. Winecoff, informed me that he-had taken charge 
of the churches in and about Cumberland, where he has been laboring with success, 
and with great acceptance to the pastoral district. 

Mr. Charles P Krauth, a graduate of the College and seminary at Gettysburg, has 
lately taken charge of a Missionary station at Canton, in the suburbs of Baltimore. 


Ill. REMOVALS AND RESIGNATIONS. 

Immediately after our last meeting, the Rev. J. Kehler, of Cumberland, asked for a 
dismission from this body, which was accordingly granted. 

In January last the Rev. Dr. Giustiniani, formerly of Baltimore, was called to 
churches in Somerset county, Pa., and at his request a letter of dismission was 
granted him. 

In August'last, the Rev. Mr. Weiser notified me that he intended to remove ta.

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In May last the Rev. Mr. Harpel, of Manchester, left that district under circum- 
stances which shall be detailed to the Ministerium.

"The brethren were now called upon to hand in their parochial 
reports, which are presented in the following statistical table: _ 
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The Secretary deems it proper to remark, in reference to the - 


foregoing statistical table, that though it is as accurate as it could 
be made from the reports handed him by the brethren, it does not 
afford a complete exhibit of the statistics of the Lutheran church 
within the bounds of the Maryland Synod. Several of the breth- 
ren have not reported for the whole. year, but only for a few months, 
inasmuch as they have been laboring only for a few months, in 
their present charges. This is true of the reports of brs, Wine- 
coff, Riemensnider and Conrad. Brother Charles Martin resigned 
his charge about six months ago, and consequently his report is not 
full. The Manchester charge is vacant, and therefore not reported 
at all. Brother Simons has labored, in conjunction with br. Wine- 
coff in the Cumberland charge, and consequently he reports only 
baptisms and deaths. The contributions are so inaccurate that the 
Secretary was tempted to Jeave them out altogether. This is es- 
pecially true of the last column, headed, “ other societies,” i.e. not 
synodical treasury, education society, and foreign and home mis- 
sionary societies. Under the head of these “ other societies” some 
of the brethiren (as we think is right) have included collections 
made in their congregations by agents and otherwise for the build- 
ing of churches in the west, the western theological seminary, Sun- 
day schools, bible societies, &c. &c.; but others have not included 
these items, and hence that column gives any thing else but a cor- 
rect and intelligible exhibit of the amount contributed by the church 
to other societies!! However, this is the table adopted by Synod, 
and we have done the best we could. ‘The brethren will no doubt 
understand each other better next year. We have left out several 


columns relating to temperance societies, and the number of members 
belonging to them, simply because the reports handed to us would 
be unintelligible to a stranger, and calculated to mislead. Tempe- 
rance societies are scarcely ever denominational or congregational, 

but almost always of a mized or united character, and, hence no 
brother can report them as his societies. The cause of 
has received a great impulse in the State of Maryland during the 
last year, and we are able to ‘state, from our oWn knowledge, and 
from reports and verbal statements “made by the brethren, that the

( A. ) 
Report on the Gettysburg Seminary. 


By a standing resolution of this Synod, it is made the duty of the 

Directors of the Theologieal Seminary at Gettysburg, to submit an an- 
nual report on the state of that Institution. This is a duty always 
performed with pleasure, but especially so upon the present occasion, 
when we are enabled to state, that under the kind smiles of a gracious 
Providence, our Seminary has been, during the past year, more than 
usually prosperous. For this we would give devout thanks to the great 
Head of the church. 
“Your Directors have regularly attended the semi-annual meetings 
of the Board at Gettysburg, when the students have been examined as 
thoroughly as time would permit and the Board desired, and our usual 
business transacted with great harmony and brotherly love. We have 
never failed to be highly gratified with the examination. The well 
known ability, piety, zeal, and industry of our Professors has justly led 
the church to expect much, and thus far our expectations have always 
been fully realized. ‘The students too have generally given the most 
ample proof of their piety, industry, and proficiency in theological at- 
tainments. The state of piety in the Institution has always been good 
upon the whole, and as far as we are able to judge, continues to be so 
uninterruptedly. | 

For the first time sinee the Seminary has been in sation we have 
to record the fact, that during the last summer there has been conside- 
rable sickness among the students ; so that at the last examination nearly 
one half of them were excused on account of ill-health. ‘This, though 
altogether unusual, is by no means surprizing, since there is no institu- 
tion, community, or part of country that is not occasionally visited by 
disease. Your Directors would earnestly urge upon the students the 
great importance to taking more vigorous and constant bodily exercise, 
whilst in the pursuit of knowledge, as indispensable to health, as well 
as the highest and most vigorous intellectual attainments. ‘They should 
never forget that every correct and useful system of education must have 
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reference not only to the intellectual and moral, but also the physical 
nature of man. To neglect or disregard the latter, and to pursue the 
two former at its expense or ruin, is not only to fail utterly of the ex- 
pected success, but is really suicidal and highly criminal in the sight of 
God.—For, a man with the intellectual and’moral qualifications of an 
angel even, and a poor, ¢rippled, sickly body is good for nothing at all 
in this world. A burden to himself and all around him, he drags out a 
miserable existenee, toiling, wishing, and weeping a little while, until 
he finds relief in a premature grave. We hope these remarks may 
meet the eyes of those for whom they are intended, and be not unheed- 
ed by them. 

The number of students in the Seminary during the past year has 
been twenty-six; of whom nine have graduated this fall. Of those who 
graduated eight have either applied. or will apply for license, and will 
immediately enter the ministry. One, we understand, has already taken 
his departure to Germany, where he expects to. spend several years in 
the more celebrated institutions of our ‘Father land.”’ 
We are happy to report that the finances of our Seminary are at pres- 
ent in a better condition than they have ever been. The debts of the 
Institution are finally all paid, and we now only need a few hundred 
dollars more to complete the third story of the Seminary edifice, after 
which our whole energies will be directed to the endowment of two 
additional professorships. ‘The board have bad an agent, Rev, Wm. 
Heilig, in the field during the greater part of the past year, who has 
collected principally in East Pennsylvania, and paid over to the Treasu- 
rer of the Seminary upwards of two thousand dollars. Several hun- 
dred; dollars. have also been paid over by Professor Schmucker, re- 
ceived upon the subscriptions taken up by him in the North a few years 
ago. Two hundred and eighty six dollars and fifty cents have also 
been received from a certain Mr. Schroeder, of Germany, who kindly 
remembered our Institution in his last will and testament. We hope 
that many friends of the Institution in this country will be stimulated 
to ‘go and do likewise’’ during our centenary year, and not wait until 
they lie down to die, But whilst we thus represent the Séminary as 
being out of debt, we desire to have it distinctly remembered, that we 
do at this moment most pressingly need the sum of at least thirly thous- 
and dollars permanently to endow two. additional professorships. If 
this glorious object were once accomplished, our Seminary would be 
placed upon a solid and permanent foundation, and would then be on an 
equality with the most favored Theological [nstiwtions of our land. 
We-do most devoutly hope and pray. that this: most desirable consum- 
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mation, for which we have so long labored and toiled, wept and prayed, 
may be most fully realized during our centenary effort. What emo- 


tions the very hope inspires! O what gratitude, what joy it would 
create! [ts accomplishment seems now to be within our reach—we 
feel as though we could almost grasp it! Let us not sleep nor tire 
until we can exclaim in triumph, ‘It is done,”

Report on the state of religion within the bounds of the evangelical 
Lutheran Synod of Maryland. 


‘The’ committee appointed to receive from the peethoets any interesting infor- ; 
mation in reference to the progress of piety and the Redeemer’s kingdom, in 
their congregations would respectfully submit the following report: 

They prefer to give what different brethren wish to communicate in their 
own language, and in the order in which their names occur in our minutes. 

Brother M. Wachter, of Middletown, has had several seasons of revival dur- 
ing the past year, in which a goodly number were hopefully converted to God, 
and christians encouraged and built up in their most holy faith. At the time 
of the meeting of synod there is a revival in progress in Middletown, in refer. 
ence to which he says, in a letter to a member of your committee, “I rejoice 
to be able to state that the gracious work of the Holy Spirit in our Middle- 
town congregation is still in progress: convictions of sin have taken place at 
almost every meeting during the past week, and we have also had some con- 
versions. After preaching last evening, I gave an invitation to all those who 
desired the prayers of God’s people to come forward to the altar; when the 
invitation was almost immediately embraced by nine persons; six males and 
three females: I found it necessary to continue my meetings every evening, 
and therefore was not able to get to Hagerstown on Monday morning, when 
the synod was organised, as I intended. I hope the brethren will excuse my 
non-attendance. May the blessing of the sent oe God accompany the 
doings of Synod.” 

Brother J. G. Morris of Baltimore says, My lands continues in pretty 
much the same conditions reported at last Synod. The increase of communi- 


eants has been encouraging; most of whom walk as becometh the ~— 


The services of the church are well attended, and the prayer postings are 
interesting and regularly kept up. Our contributions to the various benevolent - 
societies have not been as large during the year as usual, in consequence of

Nothing of specialinterest has transpir- 
ed in the congregatiotis composing my present charge during the past year. 
We have still to complain of toe much formality among many of the members; 
however some cases of conversion have occurred. > The temperance cause has 
had considerable accessions, and is flourishing. ‘The means of grace are gen- 
erally well attended, and the benevolent institutions of the church are now bet- 
ter supported than formerly. Our various publications have been introduced 
and are eagerly sought for and read, and I think there are many symptoms of 
a brighter day which is about to dawn upon us.”’ 

Brother S. W. Harkey states, ‘‘That immediately after the anette of last 
Synod he resigned two of the country congregations formerly connected with 
the Frederick. charge, viz. the Manor and Mount Zion. A new charge was 
created at Jefferson, to which they now belong. This has proved to be a good 
move,— though opposed by some, for it ‘has reduced the field of his labors, 
and enabled him to concentrate his efforts more, and consequently accomplish 
more. | 
His difficulties arising out of the stubborn and selfish conduct of about half 
a dozen of unconverted men, have subsided by the separation of those men from 
the congregation. Peace and harmony. now prevail among the members, and 
success attends his labors. Last Easter the Lord sent him a gracious revival 
of religion, which continued for several months, and extended also to the 
Methodists and German Reformed congregations of Frederiek. The work 
commenced among his catechumens, and ‘spread among the members of the 
chureh, embracing many of the most respectable families connected with the 
congregation ; it then extended to the Sunday school, and embraced ail the 
female and a number of the male teachers, and many of the larger scholars. 
The meetings continued uninterruptedly every night for four weeks. From fif- 
ty to seventy-five cases of hopeful conversion occurred. Two very interesting 
prayer meetings sprung up in consequence of this revival which are kept'up 
until this day with excellent effects. One is a young men’s and the other a 
female prayer meeting. The number of praying members has greatly increas- 
ed, and vital godliness is now prosperous. We have every reason to believe 
that the blessed results of the revival are only begimning to develop peed 
selves, and that we shall reap many precious fruits hereafter.”” 

Br. E. Keller, of Hagerstown, remarks, “It is due to the Great Head of. the 
chureh to acknowledge with gratitude his special goodness to this charge 
during the last synodical year. . Soon after our last convention.at a sacra- 
mental season, he poured out his Spirit copiously upon the congregation, and 
a large number became anxious about their, salvation, and some willing to 
submit te God. In the month of March we enjoyed astill more precious sea- 
son of refreshing from the presence of the Lord. . The results of these excite- 
ments are altogether such as show their divine origin and great-usefulness. 
A ner wen number, as will appear from the statistics, were addedto the 
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congregation by baptism and confirmation. The attendance on the miediis of 


are much larger. The Lord is evidently prospering 
people, for which we fervently bless tis holy name.” — 

- Brother G. Deihl, of Boonsboro, says, ‘“‘During the last winter the Lord 
was pleased to pour out his spirit upon my congregations in Boonsboro. The 


different denominations united with us in our meetings. The church was ex- — 


tensively tevived. Upwards of one hundred protessed conversion. 

In Sharpsburg my congregation united with our Methodist brethren in hold- 
ing meetings, and the great Head of the church — them. be -ocgare Of 
fifty were hopefully converted to the Lord.

_ Brother J. Reimensnyder, of Woodsboro, remarks, “On the state of religion 
in my congregations, it affords me pleasure to say that we have been blessed 
with two encouraging revivals since my location among them. In Woodsboro 
about twenty professed to have found peace with God, and it is supposed near 
that number will attend catechetical instruction preparatory to their admission 
as members of our church. At Haugh’s church about ten professed to have 
passed from death unto life,,and the work there is still in progress. In Crea- 
gerstown we had an interesting communion season ; many were serious, and 
one individual professed a change of heart. Preaching and the means of grace 
are well attended, and there is at this time much of SOvncdaprictanny tice char- 

acter indicated throughout my whole charge.” 


Brother J. Winecoff, of Cumberland, reports, ‘‘During the first four months |

Upon 
the whole, the. past has been a very prosperous year Within the bounds .of 
the Maryland synod. Revivals of more or less extent have been enjoyed in 
almost every pastoral charge.
